The following editorial from the 
pen of Dan O'Sullivan is worthy of 
being copied in every Democrats 
paper of the state:

Special Washington Letter. 
Hon. Marshall McDonald, the late 
commissioner of fish anil fisheries, 
■was anxious to have national parki 
■ or reservations established for the 
■propagation of salmon, and to 
vent the extermination of that pop- 
nlar family of fish. In the recently 
issued bulletin of the w>rk 
tbe commission in 1S02. particular at- 
tention is paid to this subject. It is 
stated that not only is every contriv- 
ance employed that human ingenuity 
can devise to destroy the salmon of our 
i rivers. Cut more surely de- 
i fatal than all, is the

i stroyed the salmon of the Hudson, the 
Connecticut, the Merrimac, and the

It was the mills, the dams 
the steamboats, the manufactures in 
juriouB to the water, and similar cause; 
which, first making the streams mort 
And more uninhabitable for the salmon 
■finally exterminated them altogether 
In short, it was tbe growth of the coun- 
try and not the fishing which really set 
.-i bound to the habitations of the salm- 
on on th 
Then, 

of the Pacific coast, the Sacramento, 
for example, it is said that "when the 
first rush of gold-seekers came to Cali- 
fornia in 1849. every tributary of the 
.Sacramento was a fruitful spawning 
.ground fur salmon, and iuM every trib- 
utary countless shoals of Balmon bus- 
Jtened every summer to deposit their 
>eggs. But iu 1872, only twenty-three 
years later, not one single tributary of 
the Sacramento of any 
•spawning ground for the salmon except 
the McCloud and Pitt livers in the ex- 
treme northern part of the state, where 
Ihe hostility of the Indians had kept 
white men out." It was not fishing by 
any means that had caused the disap- 
pearance of tl-e '•.'.men, for the mineit 
•did very littli fishing in those times; but 
tft was the debris from the quartz mines 
vwhieh drove the salmon out, ruining the 
spawning grounds and rendering the 
xhrer uninhabitable for the salmon. 

Dr. Livingstone Stone, an eminent 
scientist interested in the preservation 
of the salmon fisheries, says: "Who 
-would have thought thirty years ago 
that the creation of a national park in 
this country would be the means of 
rescuing the buffalo from extinction? 
Who thought then that anything was 
needed to rescue the buffalo? The 
buffalo roamed in, myriads over the 
plains and mountain slopes of the 
ventral portions of the United State?; 
and were so innumerable that, with »b- 
♦accept i"". oi - •. «tr-signted persons, 
no one thought that this noble nee of 

,,iy seemed inexhaustible :uid the 
species at least safe from extinction. 

"How soon we found out our mistake 
and how suddenly the change c.ime. 
The note of alarm had hardly been 
•sounded long enough to be distinctly 
•comprehended over the country before 
the buffaloes were gone— all gone prac- 
tically, except a few straggling surviv- 
ors which, if they had not found refuge 
In \ ellowstono park, would have been 
gone too, long before this. The Yel- 
lowstone National park saved them. It 
Mtved the wild race from extinction, 
«nd, if nothing else should ever be ac- 
complished by the creation of the park, 
this alone would justify its existence." 

All the rivers within the jurisdiction 
-of the United States have been investi- 
gated by the fish commission, and none 
of them are free from objections which 
make salmon propagation impossible. 
Where to locate a salmon park has 
been a problem which has vexed the 
commission for a number of years. A 
place has been at last discovered for a 
salmon hatchery; a river which can be aest 
made an asylum of refuge, and the fish pigs 
commission believed that it should be but 
set aside as an eternal heritage for the fact 



salmon. Dr. Stone regards It as fortu- 
nate for our country that there is In 
our Alaskan possessions Just such^ 
place as is wanted— probably'more than 
one — and so exceptionally fortunate is 
America in thl« respect that it is not 
likely that, this side of the frozen and 
uninhabitable shores of the Arctic.it 
can be duplicated in the possessions of 
all the nations of the enrth combined, 
which significant circumstance goes to 
show how near the world has reached 
he extreme limit of its salmon supply. 
The locality referred to is an island 
in the North Pacific about 750 
nearly due west of Sitka. Its name is 
Afognak, and it is the northernmost of 
the two largest islands of the group 
called the Kadiak islands. It lies just 
north of latitude 5S and between 152 
and 158 west longitude. It Is a small 
island, probably not more than fifty 
miles across at its widest part, but 
there are several streams flowing from 
various points of the island to the sur- 
rounding ocean that at the proper 

contain salmon Innumerable. It is 
exaggeration to say that salmon 
rm up these streams in countless 
myriads. "In 1889 the salmon were so 
thick in the streams, that it was abso- 
lutely necessary, in fording them, to 
kick the salmon out of the way to avoid 
stumbling over them." 

This story illustrates as well as any- 
thing the wonderful abundance of 
salmon in the Afognak streams; and it 
can be easily believed when it is re- 
membered that about a month earlier 
153,000 salmon were caught in one day 
at the mouth of the Karluk, which is a 
river only sixty feet wide where it 
empties into the ocean. The salmon 
are there in as great numbers as could 
be wished. All the varieties also 
which inhabit the Pacific ocean come 
to Afognak. The list is a royal cata- 
logue: The red salmon, the "blue- 
back" of the Columbia; the king 
the "quinnat" or "spring 
salmon" of the Columbia; the silver 
salmon, the "silversides" of the Colum- 
bia; the humpback salmon, the dog 
salmon, the steelhead. the "square- 
tailed" trout of the tributaries of the 
Columbia, and the "dolly varden." 
What a paradise for salmon this island 
is. and what a magnificent place of 
safety it would be if it were set aside 
for a national park, where the salmon 
could always hereafter be unmolested! 
The island is inhabitable all the year 
round; with a comparatively even tem- 
perature, although so far north, the 
winter's cold is not excessive, probably 
not equaling that of parts of New 
England. It is colder than New Eng 
land in summer, but there is

ally the siege of Lima she employed 
her little fund In the purchase of re- 
volvers and other artistes. 

There were three days' tremendous 
fighting in Limn, over 1,000 men lying 
dead in the streets. About 50 per 
cent, of the combatants engaged were 
placed hors de combat.

TRAI NED O ATS. 
An English Showman Hit a Large 
Number of Them. 
A showman In England, Clarke by 
name, has succeeded in training a 
large number of cats to perform re- 
markable tricks. One of these is to 
walk over a long line of living rats, 
mice and canaries, stepping carefully 
between the fluttering little bodies 
of birds and mice, and harming 
none of them. Another cat climbs 
by a rope to the roof, seizes the 
handle of a parachute, and descends 
by it to the ground from a consider- 
able height. 

Mr. Clarke repeats, what is well 
known, that the cat is themostdiffl- 
cult of animals to train to the per- 
formance of tricks. He has trained 
bears, Hons, leopards, tigers and 
other wild animals, and finds them 
teachable and submissive when com- 
pared with cats. The cat, indeed, 
can never be so far conquered that 
her performances can be depended 
on. Mr. Clarke's entertainment in- 
cludes only thirty trained cats, but 
he has to take with him sixty, in or- 
der that he may have substitutes for 
those who will not perform. 

He calls the cat a "hopeless bun- 
dle of sensibilities." Strike her 
ODce, though only by accident, and 
she will never perform again. Kind- 
ness is not only politic, but absolute- 
ly necessary. Some of his cats it 
took him four years of ceaseless ef- 
fort to train. 

Mr. Clarke's cats are extremely 
fond of him. When he enters his 
'iat stable," the mewing is pro- 
digious, and he is instantly buried 
in a moving mantle of cats. 

The difficulty in the cat's training 
does not lie in the animal's intelli- 
gence, but in her disposition. She 
is as clever in her tricks, if she likes 
to do them, as a dog. But she does 
not wish to subordinate her will to 
that of any living creature. She 
does what she wants to do only, and 
will perform, if she performs at all, 
only to please herself. 

Those who have seen cats engaged 
in boxing matches will not be sur- 
prise to learn that Mr. Clarke has 
succeeded in training two cats to 
box very scientifically. They amuse 
great numbers of people nightly with 
their pugilistic encounters. 

The animals which walk over the 
chains of rats, mice and canaries 
without touching them are only six 
in number. Any of the others 
would help themselves to these ap- 
pealing creatures without com- 
punctions. These six were brought 
up from their earliest infancy in 
cages with rats, mice and birds, and 
live with them constantly. — Youth's 
Companion. 

COLORED MECHANICS. 

An Influx of Skilled Laborers from 
the British West Indies. 

Since June 1 there has been an 
influx of colored workingmen, chief- 
ly laborers and plasterers, into the 
New York labor market, and the 
sight of colored bricklayers at their 
work is not so rare as it used to be 
in town, says the New York Sun. 
They have not come from the south, 
where skilled colored labor is rare 
and where colored mechanics of the 
first grade receive better wages than 
they would be able to secure in the 
city of New York in competition 
with an overstocked white labor 
market, but from the West Indies. 

The English government has been 
prosecuting in Jamaica and other 
colonies in the West Indies public 
works which required not only 
skilled laborers, but skilled laborers 
able to bear the enervating influ- 
ence of the peculiar climate of some 
of the islands. The works have been 
going on for several years, and have 
been completed only recently. So 
soon as they were finished the labor 
market was overstocked wth Eng- 
land West Indian colonies and many 
of the colored workers who had been 
making good wages and had been 
able to put some money aside set 
sail for the United States and have 
located in New York. 

Many of them are masons, brick- 
layers and carpenters skilled in their 
craft, and as building operations are 
going on very actively this year 
they have not had to wait long for 
employment. They are sober, in- 
dustrious, aDd have one recommend- 
ation to some employers which other 
workingmen lack— they take no part 
in labor movements and labor or- 
ganizations, and relieve contractors, 
therefore, from the menace of strikes 
and lockouts. Heretofore there have 
been very few skilled colored me- 
chanics in New York and very little 
demand for any. 



I SUNLIGHT. 



A SoiontlOo Problem That Elec- 
trician Teals Has on Hand. 



Long Before the Bell Telephone. 

A correspondent, noting the item 
recently published relative to the 
granting of a pension by the Ger- 
man emperor to Miss Reis, who, it 
is claimed by the Germans, is the 
real Inventor of the telephone, 
writes the Boston Journal, that 
in the National museum atWash 
ington may be seen a Reis tele- 
phone over which speech has been 
successfully transmitted, and which 
was unquestionably invented when 
Prof. Bell was a boy in school. 



Tesla had two big undertakings 
on hand when his laboratory caught 
fire and was destroyed in New York. 
The more important of these, from 
his point of view, is the production 
of light by the vibration of the 
atmosphere. According to the in- 
ventor, the light of the suu is the 
result of vibrations in ninety-four 
million miles of ether, which sepa- 
rates us from the center of the solar 
system of which we are a part. His 
idea is to produce on earth vibra- 
tions similar to thooe that cause 
sunlight, and thus give us a light as 
intense as that of the sun, with 
danger of obstruction from the 
clouds. 

The inventor had already done 
something toward accomplishing 
this end when the fire occurred. It 
is understood that he has agaii 
:en the subject up in a way. To 
illustrate his principle it is only 
necessary to take a long bar of 
glass and note the brilliancy of the 
light it produces through vibration 
alone. It is a prismatic experiment, 
in general terms, applied to elec- 
tricity. 

Tesla can compute vibrations as 
readily as most people count the 
wealth they would like to have. He 
can tell you the number of vibra- 
tions produced by a fly in action, 
and draw interesting comparisons 
therefrom. For example, he will 
tell you that a certain kind of fly 
peculiar to the swamps of Central 
America moves his wings about 
twenty-five thousand times to the 
second. You may doubt the accu- 
racy of this statement in your own 
mind, but if you hunger for details 
Tesla will sit down and convince 
you with figures adduced from a 
scientific contemplation of the prob- 
lem. 

"All I have to do," he said, re- 
cently, "is to duplicate the number 
of vibrations required to light up 
the sun, and the practicability of 
my theory will have been demon- 
strated. It is difficult for me to 
give you an idea that you may read- 
ily grasp about the question of vi- 
bration. In ordinary life our minds 
do not deal with the figures that 
come .up in such Investigations. 1 
have come to the conclusion that 
sunlight is produced by five hundred 
trillion vibrations of the atmosphere 
ner second, in order to manufac- 
ture the same kind of light It will 
be necessary to produce an equal 
number of vibrations by machinery. 
I have succeeded up to a certain 
point, but am still at work on the 
task."— Current Literature.

Very many of our colored folks know 
} law. They suffer the inconvenience 
of ignorance entailed by an unfor- 
tunate ancestry. The ties of marriage 
and of consanguinity are very often 
carelessly severed. Negro husbands or 
fathers may hear that work can be had 
for the asking in Pittsburgh, New 
York or some other cit^i and they start 
on foot or on freight cars, without go- 
ing to their homes, or sending word 
that they are going away from the city. 
They cannot write letters, and their 
families and friends only know that they 
were in good health, but have disap- 
peared. The only conclusion left to 
their friends is that some "night doc- 
tor" has taken them unawares, carried 
them off and dissected them. 

"Law, honey," said an old mammy, 
one of the genuine, rare, ante-bellum 
mammies, a few of whom are still to be 
found, "doctors dont keer for us poor 
black, folks. They wants us to cut up, 
but they dont keer for us— and the 
night doctors! It's awful the things 
they do to folks. I do'n' want nothin' 
to do with these yere doctors, I tell 
you. I kin cure whatever gits the 
matter with my famly, and I've taken a 
load of sickness off many a quality 
famly, too. Yes, indeed, chile. I 
do'n' want none of these yere doctors 
cuttin' me up, an' unless the night doc- 
tors gits me I ain't goin' to have nothin' 
to do with no doctors neither." 

She can cure; what is there she 
hasnt a remedy for? And doubtless 
now and then she is quite as likely to 
hit upon the right remedy as any 
man with M. D. after his name and a 
framed certificate of graduation hang- 
ing on his office wall. She knows all 
there is to be known about those mys- 
terious things— babies; and of all the 
babies she has welcomed on their first 
appearance in this world of woe not 
one but has been put through the 
course she firmly believes in. Every 
one of them was held towards the ceil- 
ing before it was laid down, and every 
one had its clothes put on every morn- 
ing over its feet, and not over its 
head, in order that it might go up 
and not down in the world. 

When the luckless infant is a fort- 
night or perhaps a month old, mammy 
says, steps must be taken to secure for 
it pure blood and a good complexion. 
To this end. a small fly blister must be 
applied back of each ear and a sore 
formed. This must not be allowed to 
heal, but must be made to "run" till, 
in the judgment of the nurse, all the 
impurity in the little victim's blood 
has passed out, when a little vaseline 
or cold cream must be used to heal the 
blister. This, mammy declares, was 
done to all the "quality" children in 
those strange days before the war. 
Thus, it will appear, the colored Infant 
does not commence life in a bed of 
roses; but usually in a bed made of old 
clothes, rags and straw. They have 
little incentive, and less opportunity, 
to rise in the world. Surrounded as 
they ure with superstition. It is not to 
be wondered at that they are unable to 
lift themselves into an atmosphere of 
intelligence and thrift. It is not 
strange that "night do -tors" are real- 
ities to them.

They are under the aegis of 
the law; but they know no law. What 
shall we do with them? What shall we 
do for them? Shall we send mission- 
aries to the heathen, when we have 
heathen nearer home? Are the souls 
in the darkest Africa more precious 
than the souls in the national capital? 
There is food for reflection here. There 
is a text and a sermon for your ablest 
pulpit orator. 

"The poor we have with us always," 
is a paraphrased text. We need not go 
to Greenland's icy mountains, to India's 
coral strand; where Afric's sunny foun- 
tains roll down their golden sand. 
They are here. They are before my 
eyes every day. Let them be before 
your minds and hearts, when you go to 
church next Sunday and pray for the 
heathen.

There has been received at the'navy 
department at Washington a sample of 
steel, % of an inch in thickness, which 
had been pierced by a rifle bullet of a 
caliber less than that of the present 
army rifle, or about .80. The sample is 
interesting in that it shows that the 
torpedo boats may be rendered useless 
by good shots from such rifles. The 
distance from which the steel sample 
was pierced was about 200 feet. A tor- 
pedo boat armor, her boiler and explo- 
sives, might easily be pierced at this 
distance, or before she could make her 
projectile dangerous to a ship.

PROPELL ED B Y WAVES. 
Perpetoal Motion Craft Devised by • Car- 
penter In California* 

A strangle craft devised by a San 
Prancisdo man Is now atloat in San 
Francisco bay. and is causing the old 
salts no end of amaze and concern. 
The remarkable feature of the thing is 
that it Is designed* to make the water 
on which it floats do double duty, both 
that of buoying it tip and that of pro- 
pelling it. Other means of progress it 
has none. There is no electricity, 
steam, naphtha', gas or compressed air 
to furnish motive power. The water is 
expe-'ted to do it all. 

This picture, reproduced from the 
San Francisco Chronicle, shows what 
the contrivance looks like. As may be 




seen. It is not unlike a dredger in ap- 
pearance. As it goes along the paddle 
wheels at the sides plash the water 
and various cranks and bars and shafts 
aloft move rhythmically. The boat is 
a wave motor, and is designed as a per- 
petual motion boat, although the possi- 
bility of a dead calm has apparently 
not been taken into consideration. 
Two flat-bottomed scows are fastened 
end on by a huge hinge from the boat. 
When the scows rock in the waves the 
force of their rocking is communicated 
to a lever which moves a fly wheel, 
which in turn moves the paddle wheels, 
and there you are. So long as the 
waves endure the boat goes, and the 
higher the waves rise the greater the 
motive power of the boat. There was 
one disadvantage about the thing as 
originally devised; it wouldn't stop. 
Like the famous cork leg, it went on 
and on and on, and the only way to 
hold it was by an anchor. So the in- 
ventor contrived a Avay to switch the 
wave motive power to vacancy and re- 
duce the motion to a simple rocking on 
the waves. lie proposes to make a 
third use of the power, namely, to fur- 
nish power for other machines when at 
the wharf. A trial of this will be 
made later, the boat having sufficiently 
demonstrated its capacity of wave pro- 
pulsion. 

The inventor of the boat is Paul 
Breitenateln, stage carpenter In the 
McDonough theater, at Oakland. His 
nautical experience thus far has been 
mostly confined to one-sided boats 
which toes furiously on seas of canvas 
while a loose-haired heroine balances 
gracefully In the bow and shrieks wild- 
ly for aid, which Is the hero's cue to 
appear on a pier providentially Inter- 
posed and lasso her Into safety with a 
towrope. Nevertheless, the carpenter 
had so much confidence in his ability 
to handle real water problems that he 
expended B600 on his Invention before 
it was finally floated in Oakland creek. 
Now he believes he has a great thing, 
and says that nothing short of a good 
flve-flgured sum would buy the fruit of 
his brain.

The whole story is told by this dia- 
gram, which we take from the Youth's 
Companion. 

The total area of the square repre- 
sents that portion of the population of 
the country which is more than ten 
years of ago. This is divided into 
three parts, repiesentln • the native- 
born white*, r h , comprised seventy 
M f the people, the foreign-born 
wtycopnj ised nineteen per cent, and 
the colored, who comprised the remain- 
ing eleven per cent. 

The shaded portion of each of these 
rectangles represents the proportion of 
each of these three classes who could 
not read. 

Of the native-born whites, only six 
per cent, were thus ignorant, while of 
the foreign-born there were thirteen 
per cent., and of the colored fifty-seven 
per cent. Thus a glance at the dia- 
gram shows not only the amount of 
Ignorance among our people, but where 
that ignorance is.
